The plans provide, he said, 
that no part of the track grounds 
will extend into Bensalem Town­ 
ship as originally planned. 
Gallagher attended a meeting 
of the commission yesterday and 
said he was given this inform­ 
ation by Commissioner Edward 
Kane.

According to Gallagher, Kane 
said Liberty Bell architects have 
decided that construction prob­ 
lems posed by Poquessing Creek 
make it impractical to build part 
of the track grounds in Bensalem. 
The assemblyman attended the 
meeting to determine what tax­ 
ing power 
Bensalem and the 
county government would hold 
over the track 
The track is being built In 
Philadelphia by the Liberty Bell 
Racing Association, which has 
secured one of the four harness 
racing licenses authorized by the 
state

Bucks County Racing Association, 
which planned to lease the tack 
from liberty Bell. 
Each group would sponsor a 
30-day racing season

It is the equipment in the giant 
Kaiser Metal Products plant on 
Radcliffe St., ranging from tiny 


bolts, nibblers and filing segments 
up to a five-story-high power 
press with 2,500 ton capacity that 
cost at least $250,000. 
4-Day Anatira 
The equipment, every bit of 
it in the Metal Products assembly 
plant, will be auctioned off on 
May 22, 23, 24 and 25, Gus John­ 
son. field supervisor for the auc­ 
tioning firm, announced today. 


Johnson said that invitations 
have been sent to between 500 
and 600 industrialists to attend the 
auction. One will be from Africa, 
several from South America and 
the rest from all over the United 
States and Canada. 
They will be in the area for 
the four days of the auction and 
in addition for five days of the 
previous week. May 14 to May

Most of the seven contacted 
said that probably the subject of 
Tullytown^ request to enter the 
Pennsbury jointure will be aired 
during an executive board meet­ 
ing at 8 o'clock tonight in the

OKd In Falls 
2-1 Vote

Paym ent of the $200 annual sa­ 
lary for Falls Township auditor 
W alter Almond was approved last 
night over the opposition of one 
m em ber of the all Democratic 
three-m an board of supervisors. 
Voting against it was Supervis­ 
or 
Edward 
R. 
Howley, 
who 
charged that Almond’s dual town­ 
ship job as board auditor and 
assistant recording secretary for 
the Township of Falls Water and 
Sewer Authority constitutes a con­ 
flict of interest. Almond gets $900 
a year for the secretary job. 
Voting in favor of the $200 pay­ 
m ent to the auditor were board 
chairm an Milton Berkes and Su­ 
pervisor Robert Arrowood. 
Solicitor Ruling 
Berkes said that township soli­ 
citor Samuel Snipes had ruled 
there was no conflict of interest 
involved by the two jobs Almond 
holds 
in the township "within 
the meaning of the act prohibiting 
auditors from holding any other 
elective or appointed township of­ 
fice." 
Although the $200 paym ent is an 
annual salary, the auditor's work 
is done in January and February. 
The paym ent was part of some 
$46,000 to be paid to various per­ 
sons for the month. Howley raised 
no objection to any of the other 
bills the board voted on. 
B e r k e s , meanwhile, today 
charged that the real issue was 
politics. He said that Howley vol 
ed against paying Almond "be­ 
cause he and Howley represented 
different factions of the (Demo­ 
cratic) party." 
Says “ Split" 
Berkee said it w as Howley who 
first recommended 
Almond for 
the auditor's job but that since 
that tim e “ the two have split. 
Berkes said:

Polio Shots 
Dates Given 


Dr. William J. Meyer, director 
of the Bucks County Departm ent 
of Health, said that it is not too 
late for all Bucks County resi 
dents to consider proper immuni­ 
zation against polio. 
He said that all adults as well 
as children should be immuniz 
ed. He recommends the following 
schedule of immunizations: first 
injection — as early after six 
months of age as possible; sec­ 
ond injection — not less than four 
weeks after the first, but before 
one year; third injection — not 
less than seven months after the 
second injection; booster — not 
less than one year after the third 
injection and should be repeated 
every year. 
Dr. Meyer announced the sched
